SOUTHWEST OF THE " TOWN"; NO ENEMY PURSUIT REPORTED. 

THERE WERE MAJOR CLASHES NORTHEAST OF KHONG 

SEDONE AND NORTHWEST OF MUONG SOUI, BUT ONLY THREE OTHER 

MINOR INCIDENTS ELSEWHERE. RLAF FLEW 1 1 T-28 AND THREE 

AC-47 GUNSHIP SORTIES. POLITICAL- NOUHAK PHOUMSAV AN HEADS 

LPF DEL VISITING HANOI; BOTH PRINCE SOUPHANOUVONG AND PHOUMI 

VONGVICHIT REPORTEDLY PRESENT AT SAM NEUA DEPARTMENT CEREMONIES.

1. SECTION 1 - CEASEFIRE OBSERVANCE 

A. MR I: ONLY ACTION WAS MINOR CLASH NORTHWEST OF PAKLAY 
ON 12 APRIL ( NO CASUALTIES). RLAF FLEW NO SORTIES. 

B. MR II: HEAVY ATTACKS BY FIRE AGINST POSITIONS IN 
IMMEDIATE THA VIANG AREA ( UG 3105), REPORTED REFTEL, 

CONTINUED WELL INTO NIGHT 12 APRIL AND, BY MORNING 13 APRIL, 

FRIENDS WERE DISPERSED AND PULLING BACK TO REGROUP SOME 3-5 
KM SOUTHWEST OF THE " TOWN". NEITHER ENEMY PURSUIT NOR
